A limited time woutd be 
Allowed for.investigation. The re- 
port of the commission would not 
be binding on either side, but would 
be a guide to public opinion.”

Bishop Cannon for “Drys.” 

Bishop James Cannon, of Tennes- 
see, opened for the dry forces, 
whose speakers were introduced by 
Mr. Bryan.

“If you oppose the eighteenth 
amendment, do not nullify it,” he 
said. “If you want to amend the 
Volstead law, go to congress.”

C., representing the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance union, said strict 
enforcement was a “moral duty” and 
asked a plank pledging “honest” en- 
forcement. ‘ 

Frank M. Silsby, representing the 
Presbyterian National Council as- 
sembly, also asked for an enforce- 
ment plank and protested against 
any weakening of the Volstead act. 

Former Representative Richmond 
Pearson Hobson, of Aiabama, sub- 
mitted a plank expressing party 
pride in the national rohibition 
amendment. Charles J. Hall, repre- 
senting temperance organisations, 
said prohibitionists had been 
“handed a gold brick at Chicago.” 

Henry Clay Needham, of the na- 
tional prohibition party, asked if 
the democrats wanted “these mil- 
lions of votes,” referring to the dry 
sentiment in the country, 

Introducing Wayne B. Wheeler, 
representing twenty-two prohibition 
organizations and the Anti-Saloon 
League of America, Mr. Bryan said 
that many other organizations would 
file petitions and briefs. As a mem- 
ber of the committee, Mr. Bryan 
said he would defer his own re- 
marks. 

The eighteenth amendment, Mr. 
Wheeler said, “had come to stay.” 

“The square-toed issue you men 
have to face,” he said, “is whether 
a beer and wine modification will 
nullify it. We think we can prove 
that it wifl. 

Bone Dry Laws Necessary. 


“Not only popular sentiment but 
the opinion of all the courts,” said 
Mr. Wheeler, “upheld the opinion 
that bone dry laws were necessary 
for effective enforcement of prohi- 
bition. 

“To open the way for wine and 
beer to be manufactured and sold is 
nullification pure and simple,” Mr. 
Wheeler continued, “and besides, it 
is bad politics because it would 
alienate the great prohibition ma- 
jorities that have been returned in 
so many states. 

“In these days of unrest, you can- 
notgo before the people on a plat- 
form advocating a nullification or 
lax enforcement of law.” 

Former Representaitve Thedore A. 
Bel, of California, opened the case 
for the wets. “I deny the right 
to assume,” he said, “that the Amer- 
ican people will submit for all time 
to come to the intolerance of the 
eighteenth amendment.” 

He assailed the position of Mr. 
Bryan, reading from various plat- 
forms on which the Nebraskan had 
been a candidate. In 1890, he said, 
the platform on which Mr. Bryan 
made a campaign for congress, de- 
clared for “protection of personal 
rights” against federal encroach- 
ment. A similar declaration, he 
said, was in the national democratic 
platforms of 1896 and 1900. 
“And if the democratic party no 
longer stands for the rights of the 
citizen to decide what he shall eat 
of what he shall drink, or what he 
shall wear,” he continued,’ ‘then it 
no longer is a democratic party.” 
The meeting was stirred into a 
State of uproar when Mr. -Bryan 
arose to ask in What capacity Mr. 
Bell came before the committee, 
and what compensation he received. 
“IT speak for the grape-growers 
of California,’ Mr. Bell replied, “and 
I would like to ask the gentleman 
for whom he speaks.” 

Cheers and Hisses. 
“T am speaking for the women 
and children that your traffic would 
destroy,” retorted the Nebraskan, 
while cheers and hisses kept the 
room in a turmoil. 
“And what compensation do you 
receive, directly or indirectly, from 
the Anti-Saloon league?” persisted 
Mr. Bell. 
“None whatever.” 
“Not a nickel?” 
“Not a nickel. I ought to say 
that during four months of last 
year I received compensation for 
certain public speeches, but for 
nine years before I fought this traf- 
fic without a penny’s remumeration.” 
Chairman Glass finally asked for 
order, and Jerry Ryan. of the Cali- 
fornia Trades Union Liberty league, 
was heard bricfly in urging modi- 
fication of the Volstead law. 
“Your law is e farce, and you 
know it is 2 farce,” he said. The 
stringency of the law is making a 
farce.” 
Representative Sabath, of Illi- 
nois, asked President Gompers of 
the American Federation of Labor 
whether the organization had voted 
down a recommendation for modi- 
fication of the Volstead law, as al- 
leged by publications. Mr. Gompers 
replied that by a vote of 26,000 to 
4,000 the organization had voted in 
1919 to ask congress to permit 2.75 
per cent beer. At the recent Mon- 
treat convention, Mr. Gompers said. 
it was announced that the 1919 dec- 
laration stood. 
He said “libelous reports of the 
Montreal convention had been sent 
out.”’ 
W. Bourke Cockran, of New York, 
closed the prohibition hearings. 

Abhors Word Prohibition. 
Premising his argument on an as- 
sumption that the saloon had disap- 
peared forever, Mr. Cockran said he 
had an abhorrence of the word pro- 
hibition in a free country. : 
“My objection to prohibition,” he 
continued, “is that it assumes that 
the people are not capable of self- 
improvement, and must be driven in 
their morals and daily life. 

“Either our constitutional theory 
of local self-government is sound or 
else it is not. If you desire real 
sobriety and real sanity, trust to 
the locality, which always has 
shown itself capable of deciding 
local and persona} | questions for 
itself. 

“Democracy is aj fBockery and a 
snare if people in § %e locality are

where.” my 

The speaker suggested that while

Several epithets were shouted %t 
Mr. Smith and Chairman Glass final- 
ly warned the crowd that specta- 
tors were present only by courtesy 
of the committee. 

Mr. Smith emphasized the argu- 
mnet that friendly relations with 
England were involved. He was 
frequently interrupted by jeers. 
hisses and hostile interjections. 

Upon ccnclusion of the Irish hear- 
ing the committee recessed untli 
3:15 when hearings were to be re- 
sumed. 

Approval of co-operative market- 
ing by farmers also was urged by 
Dr. W. H. Walker, president of the 
California Farm Bureau federation. 
He also disapproved of government 
ownership or operation of rail- 
roads. 

Resolutions for compensating ex- 
service men presented by Richard

Japanese Immigration.

Clatchey had calculated, he told the 
committee, that at the present rate 
of increase there would be 100,000,- 
000 Japanese in the country at the 
end of 140 years. 

The plank was suvnvnorted by Sen- 
ator Phelan, of Caltfornia. 

A Philinpine indenendence plank 
was asked bv J. P,. Melencio, repre- 
senting the Filipino mission, and by 
Residence Commissioner Rafferty. 
They conterded the Filininos had 
demonstrated their capacity for im- 
mediate independence. The appeal 
of Mr. Melencio brought the com- 
mittee and spectators to their feet 
in cheers, the first incident of the 
kind durine the hearings.

New Or- 
leans maintained her lead of south- 
ern cities in the 1920 count with 
387,408. | 

Dispatches from Birmingham 
Tuesday announce that immediate- 
ly after the census report became 
known in the city, a meeting of the 
city commission was called to de- 
mand a recount. 

Among Atlantans who have ex- 
pressed opinion on the rivalry be- 
tween Birmingham and Atlanta, it 
has been counted a significant fact 
for Atlanta’s supremacy that Birm- 
ingham’s smaller population repre- 
sents the count in an area of 52 
square miles, as opposed to At- 
lanta’s 22,346 more within an area 
of 26 square miles, half that of the 
Alabama métropolis.

“The plank in ‘the republican 
platform respecting taxation is 
manifestly insincere.

assume that responsibility without 
first prescribing the terms and con- 
ditions of the mandate. It would 
not be difficult for the United 
States so to safeguard its respon- 
sibilities as to roceed with the 
united support of England, France, 
Italy and Japan, as well as every 
other member of the league. 

“The mandate may readily be 
made self-sustaining. Why, then, 
should the president’s request be 
treated as audacious? The repub- 
lican party would deny encourage- 
ment or assistance to Armenia and 
would force a protectorate on 
Mexico.

An increase of more than 25 per 
cent over the rate of one year be- 
fore applied to any premises for 
dwelling purposes in towns of 5,000 
or more inhabitants is on its face

Bill Is as Follows. 

The bill as drafted by’ counsel 
for the fair price commission is as 
follows: 

A bill to be entitled an act to provide a 
defense in actions based upon unjust, un- 
reasonable and oppressive agreements for 
rent of premises occupied for dwelling pur- 
posés in cities of five thousand (5,000) or 
more inhabitants according to the United 
States census for the year 1920, and for 
other purposes. 

Section 1. Whereas, unjust, unreasonable 
and oppressive’ agreements for the payment 
of rent having been and being now exacted 
by landlords from,.tenants under stress of 
prevailing conditiong,..whereby the freedom 
of contract has been impaired, and congested 
housing conditions resulting therefrom have 
seriously affected and endangered the pub- 
lic welfare, health and morals in certain cit- 
ies of the state, and a public emergency’ 
existing in the judgment of the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia by reason 
thereof; therefore, 

Be it enacted by the general assembly. of 
Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by author- 
ity of the same, That for a period of three 
years from and after the passage of this 
act it shall be a defense to any and all 
actions for rent accruing under an agree- 
ment for premises occupied for dwelling 
purposes, that such rent is unjust and unrea- 
sonable, and that the agreement under which 
the same is sought to be recovered is op- 
pressive. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority ‘aforesaid, That where it appears 
that the rent for premises occupied for 
dwelling purposes has been increased more 
than twenty-five (25%) per centum over 
the rent as it existed one year prior to the 
time of the agreement under which the rent 
is sought to be recovered, such agreement 
shall be prima facie unjust, unreasonable 
and oppressive. 

May Prove Reasonable Rent. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That nothing herein con- 
tained shall prevent the plaintiff from 
pleading and proving in such action a fair 
and reasonable rent for the premises, and 
recovering judgment therefor, or, from in- 
stituting a separate action for the recovery 
thereof. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That the provisions of

After hearing at length from 
State Tax Commissioner H. J. Full- 
bright for the affirmative, and 
Martin F. Amorous, representing the 
Farmers’ union of Cobb county, and 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright 
in opposition to the tax reform 
measures, the ways and means com- 
mittee of the héuse, by a vote of 
15 to 5, late yesterday afternoon} 


agreed to make a favorable report. 


Chairman Arnold, of Clay, sponsor 
for the bills, which represent the 
labor of the commission of 1919, 
told the committee ,in executive 
session, that the measures were of 
too much importance to the. state 
not to have them brought out in the 
house.

Invisible Property Not ninibed. 

Mr. Fullbright said that the uni- 
form ad valorem system had been 
tried out in every state and had 
everywhere proved inadequate to 
meet modern needs. It worked all 
right, he said, when nearly all the 
property in the state was in land, 
houses, mules and negrves, bet it 
failed altogether to reach the s0- 
called invisible property. New York, 
during the year just past, had aban- 
doned the effort to tax “invisible” 
property altogether, because all at- 
tempts to put it on the tax books 


had ended only in perjury, he de- 
clared. 

Georgia had not abandoned the 
effort, but had succeeded last year 
in getting only $65,000,000 of this 
kind of property taxed in the 
whole state, when the pwhblished 
reports of the Atlanta banks 
showed $85,000,000 on deposit. The

Comptroller General Wright made 
a spirited defense of the present 
uniform ad valorem system. He 
declared that any departure from it 
would open the way to unjust and 
unequal taxation. It wes not right, 
he added, that one class of prop- 
erty should pay five mills and an- 
other one mill. He cited reports 
of recent years to show that the 
tax assessments had been increas- 
ing year by year. 

He declared that the state was 
not “broke,” as the newspapers 
had made'’it appear, and that the 
only reason for the depletion of the 
treasury was that the appropria- 
tions for the year were called for 
during the year and the revenue for 
the same year did not come in un- 
til the close of it. He said that 
whenever an aspiring lawyer got 
himself elected governor he imme- 
diately raised a great hue and cry 
about the financial gituation of the 
state, and led the people to believe 
that bankruptcy was impending. 

“When Hoke Smith became gov- 
ernor,” he continued, “he sent a 
yankee with two or three other so- 
called @xperts from that section, 
around to investigate and make an 
overhauling of my office. They 
fiddled away for two or three 
months and the net result of their 
enterprise was to find Captain Joy- 
ner, the fire marshal, $250 short— 
a shortage which they themselves 
afterwards discovered to be due to 
their own mistakes in addition. 

“Yet with all this fussing around, 
the state has gone right on increas- 
ing her revenues and meeting her 
bills from year to year.” 


Praise for Wright. 


General Wright said that the tax 
equalization law of 1913 was one of 
the greatest pieces of legislation 
ever put on the statute books, a 
thing which he had recommended in 
his reports annually for twenty- 
eight years before the legislature 
woke up. He added that with one 
or two simple amendments which 
he would be glad to suggest to any 
member who would call at his of- 
fice, he believed that the present 
tax law could be made to raise all 
the revenue that was needed. 


The comptroller general said that 
a great mistake had been made 
when a limit was fixed on the tax 
rate which the state could levy 
without fixing a limit on the coun- 
ty rate. The counties had learned 
that the lower they made assess- 
ments, the less they would have to 
pay to the state and that they couid 
raise all the money they wanted for 
their own purposes by increasing 
their county rate. He cited some 
counties which now have a tax rate 
of more than 2 per cent. Of course, 
the people of no county would for 


|a minute stand a rate like that, 


if it were levied on actual values. 
He believed that a limitation should 
be put on the county levies just as 
it had been put upon the state. 
Then the counties would be com- 
pelled to raise assessments to se-

War Artillery 
Now Available 


ForGeorgia Cities 


Obsolete guns, of varying large 
caliber, are available for municipali- 
ties, posts of the G. A. R., and sol- 
diers’ monument associations, 
through request to the ordnance de- 
partment of the United States army, 
according to a recent announcement 
of the war department. . 

The government is constantly re- 
ceiving requests for cértain large 
pieces of ordnance for public deco- 
rative purposes in cities and by cer- 
tain organizations of a military 
mien, and this is the first recent op- 
portunity whereby these wishes may 
be gratified through — sanc- 
tion. 

One hundred 3.2-inch sunk, 30 3.6- 
inch mortars, 50 5-inch siege guns, 15 
6-inch howitzers, ten 7-inch how- 
itzers and 15 7-inch mortars are the 
pieces available through immediate 
request. , 

The only provisions in connection 
with the gifts to the sort of organ- 
izations mentioned 
the government shall be at no ex- 
pense in the transportation of the 
gift, and that the request for such 
shall be made direct to the chief of 
ordnance, in Washington. The re- 
quest must be made by the mayor 


of the municipal corporation or the 
lchief officer of the monument as- 
sociation which wishes the gift. 

It is believed that several Geor- 
gia cities will avail themselves of 
this opportunity, and Major T, D. 
French, camp supply officer of 
Camp Jessup, through whom the in- 
formation comes, says that the gen- 
‘eral *opinion is that mauy Ameri- 
can cities will wish to make appli- 
eation for consideration in the mat- 
ter and that the substance of the 
result will be that the first re- 
quests will be those successful. 

Many towns in the state have al- 
ready attempted to secure such ord- 
nance for use as, or in conjunction 
with, memorials to those who served 
and those who died in the world 
war, and this announcement will be 
a means of having their wishes ful- 


filled.

Various routine measures trans- 
acted under the rules before the 
platform is presented and nominat- 
ing speeches begun, all were clear- 
ed awav before today’s adjourn- 
ment. The adoption of the report 
of the rules committee finally set- 
flied that nominations will not be 
made until after.a platform has 
been adopted. 

Candidates will know before 
hand what the principles of the 
party are to be.

Ing task of gossining in hotel cor- 
ridors about candidates for nomi- 
nation. pending completion bv the 
committee of its difficult task In 
shaning a chart of princinles hv 
which the party shall ateer its 
course in the tronbled political seas 
between now and next November. 

The convention today, after some 
delay, becaus eof a misunderstand- 
ing of terms, finally adopted the 
national committee’s resolution to 
double the membership of the com- 
mittee and give the additional 
Places to women—one from each 
State. The resolution had gotten 
into the tortuous ways of parlia- 
mentary practice which was sending 
it back to a committee when Na- 
tional Chairman Cummings saved it 
by an explanation of its terms. 

“If the democratic party is in 
earnest about this business of tak- 
ing women into its party councils,” 
said Cummings, “let it adopt this 
resolution and adopt it now.” 

The resolution then went through. 

To Break Unit Rule. 

One of the surprises of the day’s 
proceedings was the adoption of. a 
resolution which petmite the break- 
ing of the unit rule in New York 
without a protest from the delega- 
tion from that state. 

It passed without a dissenting 
vote on recommendation of the 
rules committee. 

In .today’s session largely per- 
functory and one of the necessary 
steps in getting a national conven- 
tion under way was the last of the 
“play days” for the delegates. To- 
morrow they will begin hearing 
candidates placed in nomination and 
may possibly have some night ses- 
sions when the balloting starts. 

With some opposition from the 
southern states and on motion of 
Governor Smith, of New York, the 
convention sent a congratulatory 
telegram to Governor Roberts, of 
Tennessee, for his action in an- 
nouncing he would call a special 
session of the legislature to act 
on the woman suffrage amendment 
to the constitution. It recognized 
the women of the party by giving 
many places in the list of officials. 
including Mrs. Martin H. Glynn, 
wife of the former governor of 
New York. 

The working committees, which 
h : ben in session all morning, 
adjourned in time to take part in 
the convention session without hav- 
ing completed the platform. 

Senator Robinson was escorted 
to the platform by a committee 
headed by Goyernor Brough, .of 
Arkansas, and began his speech 
about 2:30 o’clock. 

Robinson Attacks Harding. 

Senator Robinson departed con- 
siderably from his prepared addréss 
and launched into an attack on 
Senator Harding, the républican 
presidential nominee, who. he said, 
had referred to Hiram ohnson_ as 
a faker and Theodore Roosevelt 
as a @enedict Arnold. 

While Senator Robinson was de- 
livering his speech the leaders and 
convention managers took the op- 
portunity to confer in the hallways 
and tentatively agreed that when 
the convention adjourned this 
afternoon it would be under a reso- 
lution to assemble again tomorrow 
morning at 11 o'clock when the de- 
livery of nominating speeches will 
be begun. It was said thefe was 
no plan to hear the. nominating 
speeches at today’s session. 

One o'clock, the assembling hour, 
came and passed, and as usual the 
conventiou was not ready for busi- 
ness. Delegates were arriving 
rapidly, however. and the galleries 
were better filled than yesterday. 
Most of the leaders and: managers 
were busy in the upper rooms of 
the bie building working with the 
committees. 

The band and pipe organ filled 
in the time and the song leaders 
got into notion to amuse the .gath- 
ering crowd.

Watson-Smith Delegates, 

Many Watson-Smith delegates are 
leaving the city.

Most of them, as good dem- 
ocrats, are satisfied now that the 
highest tribunal of the party has 
given their case a fair and impar- 
tial trial, and will return to Geor- 
gia just as loyal democrats as any 
in the state. It is inconceivable 
that there could be any ground for 
the repeated rumors that some of 
the men will take up the banner 
of Harding in Georgia and thus 
fall behind the leadership of Henry 
Lincoin Johnson.

advocates, The result has been to 
solidify the ‘dry element agalnst 
him, and it is safe to say that 
more than half this convention is 
dry.

The third of the three leaders is 
Mcdoo. Although McAdoo is given 
complete credit for good faith in 
his withdrawal, that withdrawal is 
entirely ignored by the leaders@and 
delegates who are for him. Me- 
Adoo’s strength comes largely from 
those delegates who sincerely be- 
lieve that McAdoo is better known 
and more favorably known to dem- 
ocratic voters throughout the 
country than any of the others, 
and who believe that McAdoo, as 
head of the ticket, would be: the 
best vote-getter of all. 


Wilson Not Pushing McAdoo. 

In addition to this McAdoo has 
the backing of several important 
members of the administration 
This, however, is short of saying 
that McAdoo has the backing of the 
president. 

The widespread headlines which 
represent Wilson as trying to force 
McAdoo on the convention are <s 
far as possible from the facts. It 
is true that some members of the 
cabinet and others identified with 
the administration are batking Mc- 
Adoo, but the truth is they are do- 
ing it with a good deal of appre- 
hension of incurring the president's 
displeasure. If, as it is entirely 
possible, the convention gets into a 
jam whese the president is appeal- 
ed to for.a solution, it is fairly safe 
to predict that he will not favor 
McAdoo. The exact facts abdut 
the relation of Wilson and’ McAdoo 
to each ot'rer as respects this nomi- 
nation and about the relation of 
each of them to the next four years 
in the white house are too complex 
to be set down here. Possibly, they 
are too personal and intimate to be 
set down at any time. But the net 
of that complex set of facts is that 
Mr. Wilson at this moment is much 
more nearly standing in the way 
of McAdoo’s nomination than giv- 
ing any aid to it. 

MeAdoo Markedly Stronger. 

At this moment, McAdoo, although 
his full strength may not be shown 
In the early balloting, is markedly 
stronger than either of the other 
two men. Whether McAdoo can be 
named is another matter. It must 
always be remembered that in dem- 
ocratic conventions it takes two- 
thirds to nominate. Another way 
of expressing this is that one-third 
of the convention can always pre- 
vent the nomination of any one 
man. That is to say, 366 delegates 
held compactly together, can pre- 
vent any one man from getting the 
prize.. Where you have such a sit- 
uation as this now is, with three 
contenders roughly equal in 
strength, there is always a tenden- 
cy for the twq in the rear to make 
common cause against the one who 
approaches winning. As the race 
approaches the finish, a strong feel- 
ing is about to be developed and 
the man who leaps forward in the 
lead runs some risk of failing 
within sight of the goal by the im- 
placable quality developed among 
his opponents through the excite- 
ment of the race. 


Wilsen May Decide. 

If some such equilibrium as this 
should be established, it seems to 
your correspondent likely that Wil- 
son would be appealed to, to choose 
some one from among the minor 
contenders or the dark horses.

‘San Francisco, June 29.—The 
name of William Gibbs McAdoo, 
former secretary of the .treasury, | 
will be placed formally in nomina- 
tion at the convention “at the ear- 
liest’ opportunity,” his supporters 
decided at an early morning confer- 
ence today. Presentation of Mc- 
Adoo’s name will be presented by 
Burris A. Jenkins, a Kansas City 
minister.” 

In confirming ‘the persistent ru- 
mor that McAdoo’s name would go 
before the convention, Samuel B. 
Amidon, Kansas national commit- 
tee and floor leader for the Mc- 
Adoo forces, declared the former 
secretary's friends had decided to 
yield to the “thousands upon thou- 
sands of letters, telegrams and 
—— calls urging nominations.” 

ere was no way to avoid votes 
being cast for McAdoo, he said, and 
therefore it was decided “that the 
strength might as well be bunched.” 

Pasa Word A 

Confirmation of the report of the 
decision to nominate McAdoo came 
just ahead of the opening of the 
Second day’s session of the conven- 
tion. McAdoo workers began “‘pass- | 
ing the word along” to those they 
knew were in accord with the plan. 
The effect of the announcement, 
however, has not yet had time to 
develop, but it was apparent that 
every effort was to be bent in the 
direction of advising individual. de)- 
egates of the program and ascer- 
taining the strength of the vote be- 
fore the balloting begins. 

The McAdoo people came on 
the Gonwentes. floor today for the 
first time with a working organi- 
zation, including a floer leader and 
a representative. on’ practically ev- 
ery state delezation. .

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PEACH GROWERS 
WILL NOT LOSE 


Regardless of Dispute 
Between Exchange and 
Ice and Coal Corporation 
Growers Will Be Pro- 
tected. 


Notwithstanding the controversy 
between the Atlantic Ice and Coal 
corporation and the Fruit Growers’ 
Express company, which Tuesday 
threatened a $10,000,000 damage to 
the 1920 each crop of Georgia, 
there will be no loss whatever, ac- 
cording to King & Spalding, counsel 
for the ice corporation, who an- 
nounced Tuesday night that the ice 
company is furnishing ice to the 
southeastern 
Georgia Fruit exchange for icing 
peach shipments, regardless of the 
dispute. 

The Fruit Growers’ Express com- 
pany is a co-operative. enterprise 
operated by southeastern railroads, 
and serves practically every peach 
shipper in the state. According to 
counsel of the ice corporation, ice 
is being delivered to the individual 
railroads for use in the cars of the 
express company at a price much 
lower than the price authorized by 
State Fair Price Commissioner 
Manget. 

At noon Tuesday the Atlantic 
Aice*-and Coal corporation stopped 
fcing refrigeration cars of the 
Fruit Growers’ express throughout 
Georgia, Tennessee, \Alabama and 
Florida. The ice corvartion. claim- 
ed, through its counsel, 


express was in arrears $200,000 in 
ice bits, and that the express com- 
pany was not able to finance the 
movement of the peach crop of the 
state. The order was issued by W. 
B. Baker, preside’.t of the corpv- 
ration. 

Officials of the Georgia Fruit 
exchange, representing 85 per cent 
of the peach growers of Georgia, 
were optimistic Tuesday night in 
the belief that an early settlement 
will be reached in the controversy 
between the Atlantic Ice and Coal 
corporation and the Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Express company. 

The United States district attor 
ney, who volunteered as mediator 
in the controversy, stated Tuesday 
night that it was possible a set- 
tlement would be reached before 
the peach crop has suffered any sec- 
rious damage. He took a hand in 
the controversy after he.received a 
wire from the office of Attorney 
General Palmer. at Washington. in- 
structing him to watch for viola- 
tions of the Lever act. which pro- 
vides for the prosecution of any one 
to knowinely commit waste or will- 
fully permit deterioration of food- 
stuffs, when preventable. 

It is claimed by the Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Express company that. they 
have a contract with the ice corpo- 
ratién for icing fruit shipments at 
Florida points at $3.25 per ton. On 
this contract, which expires Novem- 
ber 20, 1920, the dispute is appar- 
entlv hinging. The contract. en 
originally entered into, was b een 
the ice corporation and Armour & 
Co., who later assigned it to the 
Fruit Growers’ Express company. 


Government to Aid. 

Washineton, June 29. — Every 
lewal remedy necessary to protect 
public interest will be used by the 
department of justice to save th 
Georgia neach crop, which is threat- 
ened with disaster through the re- 
fusal of ice concerns to provide for 
its transportation. it was announced 
today by Howard Figg, special as- 
sistant to the attorney general. 

“Tt has come to the notice of the 
department of justice,” Mr. Fige 
declared, “that the Georgia peach 
crop is threatened with disaster-bv 
threatened refusal of ice necessary 
for refrigerat'on of cars wed in 
transporting the crop to market. 

“This situation has come about 
throuch a controversy between the 
Atlantic Ice and Coal corporation 
and the Fruit Growers’ Express 
company, the latter being the own- 
er and operator of refrigerator cars 
and dependent on the former for 
necessary ice. which it has given 
notice will not be supplied after 12 
o'clock today. unless certain de- 
mards made bv it are met. 

“The department ‘s not interest- 
ed in the merits of this controversy.

The préss association re- 
port is delivered into the executive 
offices on a private wire, in the 
same way as to a newspaper.

INCREASES FAVORED 
N PASSENGER FARES 


Washingten, June 29.—Increase of 
Passenger fares, as well as freight 
rates to permit railroads and elec- 
tric lines to operate both branches 
of their services at a profit, was 
urged today before the interstate 
commerce commission by Clifford 
Throne, of Chicago, representing 
shippers, and, Charles L. Henry, of 
Indianapolis, chairman of the 
American Electric Ratrway asso- 
ciation. Their pleas for higher pas- 
Senger rates breught that phase of 
the revenue question to the fore 
for’ the ‘first time since the rate 
hearings began. i 
' Mr. Throne advised a §-per ‘cent 
increase in passenger fares for the 
railroads, while Mr. Henry con- 
tended that traction lines, with 
freight. making up only a small 
portion of their business, could not 
absorb passenger losses if an in- 
ds ws is allowed in freight rates 

“If electric lines are to live,” Mr. 
Henry added, “they must have a 
profitable passenger business.” 

Freight rates must be increased 
55% per cent if the roads’ demands 
for increased freight tariffs and the 

en’s demands for increased pay 

re granted and the whole burden 
Placed on the freight tariff, Mr. 
Thorne said. 

Mr. Thorne recommended that the 
wage’ advances be added without 
further hearings to the costs -upon 
which the roads now base their 
request for advanced fxeight rates; 
that a 5 per cent incréase be made 
in passenger rates with the bal- 
ance on freight tariffs to care for 
the present case and that any ad- 
vance occasioned by the wage de- 
cision be spread out over the entire 
earnings of the railroads from all 
sources. 

“Aar added burden of two billions 
of dollars annually, or over 50 per 
cent, suddenly placed upon the 
freight traffic of the United States 
would be overpowering,” Mr. Thorne 
spades “No man could foretell 
the consequences.” 


STRIKE IS PROCLAIMED 
IN CAPITAL OF ITALY 


Rome, June 29.—A general strike 
was proclaimed tonight, effective 
today except in the case of the rail- 
ways. The tram service suspended 
and many of the factories and Work- 
shops were closed. This, however,
